MAO TSE-TUNG ON WORLD PEACE 


San Francisco, June 13.—Mr Mao Tse-tung, 


Chairman:of the Central 
Communist Party, told 


Committee of the Chinese 
a meeting in Peking on 


June 6 that it would take “three years or a little 
longer” before a fundamental change for the better 
could be attained in China's financial and economic 
situation, Peking Radio reported today. 


This wos the Chinese Com- 
munist leader's first public 
speech since he returned from 
sigming the Sino-Russian Treaty 
of Aillance in| Moscow’ in 
February and was made before 
the Seventh Central Committee 
of the Chinese Communist Party. 


Commenting on the interna- 
tional situation, Mr Mao Tse- 
tung sald, “The present interna- 
tional situation {3 favourable to 
us, The world front of peace 
and democracy, headed by the 
Soviet Union, 1s more powerful 
than it was ‘lust year. The 
people's movement for peace 
and in opposition to war has 
spread in thie various countrics 
throughout the world. The no- 
tional Uberation movements, 
aiming at throwing off the yoke 
of Imperialism, have greatly 
extended." A 


Contrasting “contradicions 
between the Imperialist coun 
tries” with the “strony unity ia 
the relations between the Sovict 
Union and the People’s Demo- 
"the.
